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THE WATERGATE SCANDAL - 

The alleged justification for the burglarizing and bugging of Democratic headquarters is said to have been

Among the higher ups involved reportedly are John W. Dean 111, counsel to President Nixon; Jcb 
Stuart Magrudcr, former presidential aide recently appointed by Nixon to be Director of the Oflice of 
Policy Development of the Dept, of Commerce; and even former Attorney General John Mitchell whose 
• sudden resignation is said to have been more because of this than his desire to piactice law again. 
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
